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"The Apoſtle Saint Petey in his firſt Catholike 
Epiſtle the ſecond Chapter, ſayeth that Chri- 
ftians ares 4 choſe race, a royall Prieſthoode , a 
holy... aation , a" people purchaſed, to” God as 
his owne.. The which is very. fitly applied to the 
people 'vnder your commaunde, ſeeing that 
God hath firſt vnited them vnder this royal- 
tie and Pricſthoode of Chriſtian veritie, and 
afterwardes hath vſed this vnion of their ſoules, 
as'a Mother ro bringfoorth the vnion of three 
Realines vnder your Maieſtie in one royaltie.. 
The fayde Apoſtle inthe ſame place doth teach 
vs to what ende God hath placed vs in this hap- 
pie concorde, That is : To the enae (fayeth he ) 
rhat you ſhoulde* declare his wertues, who hath 
ealled you out of darkeneſſe to his admirable 
teht . The which ſhould mooue vs to preferre 
the wonderfull workes of God, beforeall world-

hane obteyned mercie . The people (Sx x )of the 
Ilands of great Brittaine, were not vnited in re: 
ligion, in peace, in concorde, 1nlike affetions 
and will vader one King, but they haue beene 

long banded one agaynſt an other , in a Sea 
of diſcordes, diſcentions, and- cruell' warres, 

apainſt the decree and lawe of God, for that 

they were out of Chriſtian charitie,hauing 

no other obie& in ' their ſoules but hatred 

and malice , with a defire of revenge; and fo 

by conſequencethey were not Gods people, but 

caſt-awaycs , by reaſon of their Idolatrie 'and 

ſpirituall fornication wherewith they/ were po- 

luted, 'and ſo vnworthy to obtayne mercie. 

Butnow that thelight of the Goſpell, the true 

worſhippe of one God hath taken lively and 

ſure roote in their hartes vnder the- fortunate 

raygne of the deceaſed Queene , and vnder your 

happy-and lawetull ſacceſſion in theſe Realmes, 

they are become of one heart, of one affeci-

 - Thecomicall Poet ſayth. 4 King is the image of 

the lining God. Chriſtian diuinity teacheth vs that 
in God,there bethreeperſss vnited in one deytie 
eſſence and power. Saint Angnſtine compares the | 
Trinity to the three partes of a mans ſoule, which 
are diſtinguiſhed in opperations and functions 
vnited in one and the ſame eſſence. I beſeech 
God ( S1x=) ſotowotkein thehattes of your 
ſubiecs,and in the three realmes vnited vnder the 
power , and commaund of your royall Maieſty, 
that beeing bound togeather, they may repre- 
ſent the: three' perſons of the Trinitye in 
one deity, and that agreeing in one will vnder 
your Monatchy,they may be madethe trueimage 
of the heauenly;, that all may bee one in Chriſt as 
Chriſt is one with his father. 

It was-neuerſeene in any age, that the nations 
of the Tlands of 8rittanie, were vnited in hartand 
affeRion; vnder ' one, King 5, as: the admirable 
power of God:hath lately brought them vnder 
your maicſty: whereot the true and onely cauſe 
is the purity and truth of Chriſtian religion : the 
which God of his eſpecial grace hath miraculouſ. 
ly plantedin yourrealmes,and ſence continued in 
yau, eaufingyou to be borne the lawfull and yn- 
doubted heireof theſe three auncient Imperiall 
Crownsof the welt,to raigne Chriſtianly,peace- 
r . ably 
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ably and happily as vadoubtedly you ſhall, ſeeing 
that God hath indued and beautified [you with 
learning in aboundance, and ſo great wiſdome, 
as I may juſtly ſay.theſe vertues furpaſſethe great- 
nes of your royall maicſty. 7 

If we examine the order of Hiſtories, we ſhall 
obſerue, that this moſt happy vnion ot Engliſh 
and Scottiſh vnder one King,hath beene long be- 
fore foreſcene by the diuine prouidence, to be fi- 
nally effected in our age by the eſtabliſhment of 
the ancient Chriſtian religion in yourIlands,and 
the aboliſhion of the new religion of | _4rrivs, 
Neſtorius , and Entichius brought in by the. Stra- 
ragems of the olde ſerpent, the ſpirite of errour 
and darkenefle through the miniſtry of Popes, 
who ſince fixe hundred yeecres , ynder the name 
of Chriſtianity , haue built vp againe this pagan 


idolatry, hauing changed the Biſhops and paſtors 


of the Church into worldly power , viurping vp- 
on the Kings of the Weſterne Empire, in whoſe 
foules (through ſuperſtitionand ignorance of the 
Chriſtian truth) they haue planted a more in- 
ſupportable tyrannye , then that which aun- 


cient Rome had conquered by force of 


armes. 

| Thegreat Godof armies hath (in your Maie- 
flies perſon)begun this happy vnion and concord 
berwixt two nations , which had for ſo many 


apes beene in cruell and bloudy warres. , that

you might imploye the valour of their armes 
for the delivery of his church, from the: bar- 
barous tyranny wherewith ſhee hath becne long 
oppreſſed by Popes . And as Conſtantine the 
oreat, the protector and reſtorer of the auncient 
Chriſtian Church , was borne in great &rittaine, 
and there beganne his Empire , obtayning af- 
terwardes admirable victories againſt fowre Ro- 
maine Tyrantes perſecutors of the Church of 
God , by meanes whereof he did aboliſh Gen- 
tiliſme,and planted Chriſtian Religion at Rome 
and chroughout the Empire . In like ſorte the 
fame God hath raiſed your Maieſtie tothe height 
of greatneſſe, to be ſucceſſor vnto Con#artine in 
the ſaide Realmes, and to chaſe our of the ſame 
Rome the idolatry and abhomination of the 
Gentiles, the which Sathan hath ſence brought 
in vnder the name of Chriſt, which is thetrue 
meanes to purchaſe you the iuſt title of pro- 
teor and defender of the faith and reſtorer of 
Chriſtianitie . And as God by that marriage 
of Henrie the ſeauenth with Evzabeth his wife 
made the Vnion of the houſes of Lancaſter and 
Yorke, who had a longtime beene in bloudye 
watres, and by the marriage of 1ames the fourth 
King: of Scotland with Marguerite the eldeſt 
daughter of the ſayde Henrie the ſeauenth your 
great graundfather , the contunftion of the 
crownes of England and Scotland. within __ 
| | uN- 
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hundred yeares : So. wee hope that the ſame 
God will imploye this admirable Vnion vnder 
your commaunde to vnite the Chriftian and y- 
niuerfall ' Church vnder one ſpirituall royaky; 
which is the worſhip of one God,and toaboliſh 


idolatry,which hathin a manet ſwallowed vp and 


deuoured the true Church. | 

My intention is to repreſent in briefevntoyour 
Maieſty andtoall Chriſtians defirous of erernall. 
healch, the infinite graces & benifits which God! 
hath powred vpon your Ilands, inthe planting & 
maintaining the preaching of his Goſpell, thatir 
may plainely appeare , thatneither the deceaſed 


Queene Elizabeth of happy memory , nor your 


Maieſty haue eſtabliſhed any new religion inyour 
Jlands, but baniſhed the new, being polluted and 
defiled with .errours and falſe worthippes of the 
Gentiles, Arians, Neſtorians,and Eutichians,8 that 
the Religion which dooth now flouriſh in your 
Realmes, is the ſame which ſoone after the death. 
of our Sauiour was preached andreceaued by the 
Kings your predeceſſouts, and by the people of 
your Realmes. 

. Theodoret a Greeke biſhop andone of the moſt 
ancient ofthe Church in his bookes de curatione 
Grecarum affettionum , ſermon 9. de legibus, makes, 
a goodly compariſon betwixt the power of the 
Romaine Empire,andtheir Lawes,8 the Empire 


of Iefus Chiiſt , and of his Lawe receiued 
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\ 
throughout the worlde . He faieth, the Roviaines 
could neuer niake the Perſians and Parthians of 


the Eaſt ſubie& to their lawes,, nortowardes the 
North, the Cimbrians, Danes, nor the people of 


_— 


 Brittaine . But the power of ITeſus Chriſt hath 


beene greater, for ( ſaith he) our fiſherman that 
is Saint Petey, and our maker of tents, which is 
Saint Paul, hauemade the Brittiſh people ſubicR 
to the lJawes of Chriſt, the which would not 0- 
bey theRomaine lawes, ſo as antiquitie doth te. 
ſtifie that the Apoſtles haue preached in our 1- 


lands, Metaphraſtes (cited by the Cardinall Bare-

#ins) ſayeth that Saint Peter came thether. Joſeph 
of Arimathie, and Simon Zelotes came likewiſe, as 
Hiſtories do teach vs . This ſeede of the Goſpell 
in your Ilands tooke ſuch increaſe, as King Zncins 
andall his ſubiets, aboutthe yeere 180. did pub- 
likely receiue the Chriſtian religion. ; 

And indeede the Chronoeraphers haue noted 
thatabout the yeare of our Lord 180-Britt4ine was 
the firſt part of the world which did publiquely 
recciue the fayth of Chriſt, for Lucius King of 
Brittaine did in thoſe dayes depoſe the Prieſts of 
the Gentiles ; and did ſubſtitute in their places. 
Biſhoppes and Chriſtian paſtors; hee baniſhed 
Gentiliſme our of his countrie, which hapned 
not in any part of the worlde, vntill the time of 
Conſtantine the great. Tertulian, and Origen who 
luedabout the ſametimeteſtific, that the couns 
Pn onde s | tries 


| _—_ | 
tries of Brittaine becing inacceſſible for the Ro- 
mains were \ubieRvnto Chriſt . The Biſhops of 
this Iland were at the councell of N:ce, held vnder 


Conſtantine the great, three hundred yeares after | 


Chriſt, whichis rhe firſt period of Chriſtianiſme, 
during-the which the Chriſtians did ſuffer 
twelue moſt crue}l perſecutions vnder the ty- 
rannie of Paganiſme and the Idolatrie of olde 
Rome. 

We well wot that during thethree firft Periods 
of Chriſtianitie, whereof eyther conteynes three 
hundred yeares,the trueand onely vO—_ of 
one God, which hath becne planted fince the A. 
paſtlesrime in your Ilands, hath beene continu- 
ed thereduring the ſaid time, and yet the Chri- 
ſtians, which liued in thoſe ages ( no notthe Ro- 
maines ) did euecr allowe ( in the publique 
vicof the ſeruice of the Chutch, ) ofthe worſhip 
of the hoſt in the Romiſh maſſe, nor of thepre- 
tended woode of the very crofſe, nor of the Ima- 
gcs of Ieſus Chriſt, or his ſepulcher ſeated neare 
to Mount Calvarie, allwhich are worſhipedin the 
new Romiſh Church as God himſelte , which 
. worſhipsarcabhominations ofthe Gentils, Arriens 
& Neſtoriens, which bring with it the ſhipwracke 
of eternall health. 

The Chriſtians vvhich liued during the firſt 
Period of the three hundred. yeares of Chriſtia« 
nitie, did inuiolably keepe the firſt commaunde- 
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ment . Thou ſhalt have no other Gods 42 ainft my 
face , or before mee , which the Thargum of the 
Caldears hath interpreted, beſides mee, or any other 
| then mee. The Greeketranflation faith, oth: r Gods 
rope beſides me. Athanaſius interpreting this commaun- 
eentes.om. dement ſayth, Hee hath not forbidden then: to bane 
1-p4g-34 other Goas, for that there were other Gods , but leaſt 
any one falling from the true Goa, ſhould make him 4 
God of thatwhich # not, like to thoſe Gods which the 
Poets and writers make mentionof , which hanebut 
the name of God and not the effect, And the ſame 
Authour ſayeth , 1 reaſon and the efteeme we houlde 
of God doth make ws beleene that hee may bee in all 
places, and that nothing of all that which God hath 
wnder bim is God., and that all things are - under 
his power , why doe not they which make a crea- 
zure God, ſee, that it is out of the definition attribu- 

tedwvnto God, | 
_ Theoacret vppon the ſame commaundement 
ſaith;thatthe Ary/ans offend againſt it,and the true 
Chriſtians obſerue it. They doe not allowe any 
thing to be held or worſhiped for God, but the 
deujne nature :. but choſe which follow the error 
of Arrins and Eunomins,finne direly againſt the 
devine law, for they confeilethe onely Sonne of 
God,but they maintaine that he was created and 
1s deuided from the deuine ſubſtance . God ha- 
uing ſayde , Thou ſhalt hane no other Gods but me, 
doubt|cſſerheſe menbring in another God... _

By theſe authorities wedo inferre,thatthe Ro- 
mains whichworſhipthe hoſtin the Maſle,breake 
this commaundement, for they agree;thar it is no 
partofthe deuinenature, but of the ſubſtance and 
nature of.leſus Chriſts humanitie, whois wor- 
ſhiped according tohis diuinitie,andnot after his 
humanitie, according to the auncientſhmboles of 
the Church. The Chriſtian faith then hath for a 
firme and onely foundation the worſhip of one 
God,according to this firſtcommaundement,and 
the worſhip of any thing created by God, which 


is vnder him,ought notto bereceiued in the Chri- 


{tian religion, but the onely deuine nature of the 
Father,Sonne,and holy Ghoſt, ought to be wor. 
ſhiped andcalledon in Triple vnitie, withoutthe 
which nothing ought to be worſhiped, withour 
manifeſt impicticand idolatrie.- 

The ſame Theogoret interpreting this comman- 
dement, faieth, Sex”. 2. God the maker of all 
things in the beginning of thelaw which he gaue 
vnto Moſes comaunded him to worſhip one God. 
Tam(faith he) the Lord thy God, which brought thee 
ont of the land of Egypt, & whe he hath pur Moſes in 
mind of hjs late benefits, he exhorts him'to perfiſt 
intheſeruiceof god,nottodeuidehis worſhip but 
to cleaue onely,ynto God, T hon ſhalt not (faith he). 
haue any other Gods but me.The whichdothteachvs 
that thoſe ofthe Romiſh corruptio haue brought. 
in ſtrange Gods, tor that they haue denided the 
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adoration and veneration betwixt God and his 
creatures, making three degrees. The firſt they 
call Latria,, which they attribute to God and to 
the Hoſt in the Maſſe equally . The ſecond Hy- 
perdenlia, which they yeelde to the bleſſed vir- 
gin. And the third Dzlia , attributed to their 
other Sarnts and to their images and reliques, a- 
buſing with too groſfſe an ignorance the ſigni- 
fication of theſe Greeke wordes, for Devliafignie 
fiesa greater ſeruice then Zatria, And we learne 
that in this place Theodoretcalles the ſeruice and 
adorationof God, by the name of Deulia, and ſo 


_ doe Athanaſius and Chriſoſtome. And Saint T2 u- 


euſtine who hath brought in this diſtinction, at- 
tributes both vnto God onely . 1» his 84. Queſtions 
upon Ex0de | 

Iuftin Martir who lived vnder Antonius P7- 
1 in the ſecond age of this period of Chriſti- 
anity , ſhewes plainely that the Chriſtians did 
not alow of the- worſhipof any thing inferiour 
to the Deity ,and (aieth that Tefas Chriſt had ſo 
taught them : for ſpeaking to the Emperour in 
his Apologiefor the Chriltians of his time, hee 
writesthus. That God onely is to be worſhipped, 
for ſo Chciſt doth teach the greateſt commande- 
ments , hou ſhat worſhippe the Lorde thy God, 
and hins och ſhats thiu honour with all thy heart 
avd al thy flirength , the Lorde God which hath 
created thee, And a little aftet he ſaith, we _

God onely ,. in other things we willingly ferue 
you, for that we do:acknowledge you' for Kings 
and Princes of men, and we pray vnto God thar 
he will giue you wiſedome equall to your royall 
powet. So as the Chriſtians in mattets of religion 
did not yee!d any worſhip to things cteated,nei- 


ther did they deuidethe worſhip betwixt God & 


his creatures,as the Romifh Church doth. 
Many Chriſtians of the ſame time, were ſo cx- 
aQt obſeruers of the onely worſhippe-of God, as 
they would not reuerencethe Roman Emperors, 
as the fouldiers did in civil cauſes, for 7 hidphilus 
to Jpoſtolicus the ſixt Biſhop of Antioche , who 
lived in the yeare of our Lord 173. when as Lucs. 
vs was King of great Brittaine;Aith Iſhall honor 
the Emperour more in praying for him, then in 
worſhipping him;forit is not lawfull to worſhip 
any but God onely. - = | 
The Chriſtians of theſe-three firſt ages , had 
no Alters, no Images,nor any materiall crofles of 
golde,filuer,wood,or ſtone; for Clemvths Altxan- 
drinus who was neere the Apbſtles time flith,

If the _Arr1a%s (as Theoaoretlaith) have bros 
ken this firſt commaundement , forirhat they 
taught that Icſus Chriſt according to his deity 
was a creature , and yet he was God, with grea- 
ter reaſon the Romaines tranſereſſe the fame 


commaundement , confeſhing that 'the preten—_. 


ded dcitie of the hoaſt of the Maſle,, is adeitie 
purchaſed by the conſecration , and not by the 
eternall deity , without beginning and without 
ending . Andthe ſame. Theodoret writing againſt 
the Greekes in the forelaide paſſage; teacheth vs, 
that by the commaundement which ſaith ;'Thos 
ſhalt haue no other Gods but mee , that Moſes 
forbiddes to. make anye deuifion of the de- 
uine worſhippe , but togiue all to God one- 
lye. The, Romaings who. haue.made three de- 
ces of worſhipping ,-cannot denie ;but they 
aue broken this firſt commaundement , 'and 
brought in a multitude of Gods , making as 
manye Gods as they 1aye Maſles :. So: as 
Pf C4 their 
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their pluraſitie of Gods: becomes infinite, and 
ſurpaſleth the multitude of the Paynims Gods. 
Minntins Felix Tertalian,Origen,and CArnobins, 
yvho liued in the third age of this firſt Periode of 
Chriſtianiſme , teſtifie- that the nentiles accuſed 
the Chriſtians,for that they had neither Temples, 
Altars, Images, norviſible or Materiall Sacrifices, 
and that they did hide from fight, that which they 
did worſhippe. Cecilius a Pagan Oratour, diſpu- 
ting againſt 0ZZavrius a Chriſtian, as Hinutins 
doth reporte ,. obicted to the Chriſtians. Why 
hane they no Alters, no Temples, no knowne Ima- 


F oo They did blazon our Chriſtians in the vvor- 


iping of the Crofle, vvhich they ſayd they de- 
ſerued, taking the Croſſe for a puniſhment. To 
whom 0danusauniweres for the Chriſtians. We 
either worſhippe nor deſire Croſſes , but you who haue 
conſecrated Gods of Wood worſhiping Croſſes of Wood, 
45 peeces of your Gods, Whereby it appearcs that the 
auncicnt Chriſtians inthe pu renelle of Chriſtian 
religion did neither worſhip croſſes of Gold, Sil- 
uer, Stone or Wood, as theſe doe of the Romiſh

Doe you thinke that we 
ave hide what we do worſhip, although we hattmeither 
T emples,nor Aulters? for what Image ſhall 1 make of 
God ? If thou haſt thy right ſences , thou ſhalt finde 
that man is the true Imaze of God, Andalittle after 
he ſaith : But the God whom we worſhip, we neither 
ſhewe nor ſee, If the auncient Chriſtians had beene 
like vntothe Romiſh Chriſtians of this age, the 
Gentiles could not haye obiced, that they had 
neither Aultars nor Images: for in truth they 
haue more Aulters and Images then the Gentiles 
had. Neither ſhould they haue objected vnto the 
Chriſtias,that they concealed whnatthey worſhip« 
ped,for the Romains ſhew in theeleuation of the 
Hoſt,the God which they worſhip , & cauſe the 
people to worſhip it, the which they notonely 
ſhewe in Temples, but alſo in the ſtreetes, and 
in generall proceſſions,and otherſolemnities,they 
ſhew forth what they worſhip , againſt the vſe of 
the firſt Chriſtians. 

Tertulian in his booke of Idolatrie, confutes 
wich many reaſons, the making of all ſortes of 
Images, to roote our all matter of Idolatrie; and 
after he had cited the ſecond commaundement, 
whereby it is defended to make the likeneſſe of 
anie thing thatis in heauenor earth, hee ſaith, 1: 
is forbidden throughont all the wor laefor the a 
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of God to wfe ſuch making of Images , ſeeing that 
Enoch had foretoulde that the Dinell or the Angels 
of darkeneſſe ſhould turne all the Elements into 1aola- 
tric, and allthat is conteyned in Heauen and Earth, 
that all theſe things. might bee conſecrated for God 
againſt God himſelfe . And ſo. mans errour doth 
worſhippe all things except the Creator of all things. 
T heir Images were Idols, and the conſecration of 1- 
mages is Idolatrie . e_And whatſoener Idolatrie com- 
pits, muſt aece{[arily be attributed to the maker of the 
Wot, © 

That which 0r:zez ſpeaketh vpon the Epiſtle 
to the Romraires,is to be confidered.to make Chri- 
ſftians-wholy to reie Idolatrie; For afterthat he 
hath-refuted the Errours of the Gertifes, in that 
they might know God by the viſible Ellementes, 
yet they had fallen to the worſhippe of the 
viſible Images of Creatures, -concluding thus. 
To the ende that in fewe wordes wee may ſoeake the 
truth , wee houlde it an abhominable impietie to 
worſhippe any thing , except the Father, Sonne, and 
holy Ghoſt, | 

And alittle after hee ſaith, They wrong them. 
fſelues that ſerue Imazes, and worſhippe the Creature 
feauing the Creator : But we Chriſtians which wor- 
Jhip and adore #e Father,Sonne,and holy Ghoſt onely, 
and no other Creature, as we doe not erre in the di- 
wie worſhippe, ſo doe wee not offend in our aitions and 
connerſation, [tis moſt certainethatthe Hoſt offred

TO 
Vpin the Romaine Lyturgie, isnot conſubſtantiall 
with theFather, Son,& holy Ghoſt, & much lefle 
vnited in conſubſtantialitic with the Trinitie,as it 
is well noted 1athe ſermon de Cara Domini, infer. 
ted among the workes of Cyprian who liued in 
the third age, where it is {aides T hat the dinine ef< 
ſence is infuſed in the viſible Sacrament after an vn- 
ſpeakable manner , that there might bee more deuoti. 
0n and reutrence giuen tothe Sacraments , anda more 
holy acceſſe to the truth of him , of whoſe bodie they 
bee Sacraments ,- and to the partic:pating of the ſpi= 
rite, n0t to the conſubſiantialitie of Chriſt, but to 
#his brotherly and indiniſible wnitie : for the Sonne 
onely is conſubſtantiall with the Father , the ſub- 
ſtance of the Trinitie may not bee denided , our 
coniunttion, and that of Chriſt doth not confounde 
#he perſons , nor vnite the ſubſtances, but dothonely 
conſoctate the affections, and binde the willes. If in 
the peſon of Ieſus Chriſt, conſiſting of three 
natures in one perſon, worſhiped with one one- 
Iy worſhippe : the deuine naturehad beene one- 
ly infuſed in the humaaitie of Teſus Chriſt af- 
ter his birth , as N«ftorius did teach, and not 

vnited perſonally in the virgins wombe. 

Cyrillus and the other Orthodoxes did right- 
 Iy mainetaine agaynſt him , that to worſhippe 
one Chriſt carrying God in him, had beenean 
Aniropolatrie or Pagan Idolatrie . With greater 
reaſon the infuſion of the Dijuinitie in the 

D 2 Sacrament 
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Sacrament and in the elements of Breade and 
Wine,cannot atrribute vnto it the dignity to bee 
worſhipped as God himlclfe,for(as that text doth 
reach vs) this infuſion which is made in the ſacra- 
ment is not conſubſtanuall with the deity of the 


Sonne ot God,the which is onely conſubſtantiall 


with the father and the holy ſpirite, for that it 
dooth affect a moſt ſtraight and mutual! conjunc- 
tion betwixt God and vs. Saint 1b in his ſcuen- 
teenth Chapter ſpcaketh of this coniuncion and 
vnion, where our Saujour prayes to his father for 
all thoſe that ſhall beleeue in him . T hat all may 
be one,as thon O father art in me, and 1in thee, that 
they may be one in vs. If this vaionſhould makethat 
facrament of the Lords ſupper to be worſhipped, 
then thoſe which are vnitedin Chriſt,and by him 
in God the father, ſhould worſhip one another, 
for our Saujour faith in the fixt of Saint 1hn. Hee 
#hat eates my fleſh and drinks my bloud,remaines in me 
& 1inhm.That we might know(faith Cypria)that 


, ur abiding in himis atrue eating, and the drinking 
an incorporation, with a duty of obeatence , ioyning of 


willes and vnitie of affections. The eating therefore 
15a certaine greedinefle invs, anda deſire to re- 
maine for cuer in Chriſt, - 

We learne by theſc authorities, that cuen as 
Chriſtsabyding in vs by our eating'of the ſacra- 
ment, makes vs not capable of worſhip,for that by 
this conjunction wee are not perſonally vnited 


2k 
with the deity of Icſus Chriſt, In like fort the in- 
fuſion of the deuine eflence in the ſacramentes, 
whereof Saint Cyprian ſpeakes, makes not the ſa- 
cramentto be worſhipped,if it were ſo,the ſaid a- 
doration werein idolatrye like that of Ne/torrus, 
who worſhipped man carrying God in him, as is 
ſaid before. 

We may therfore ſay with good reaſon againſt 
thoſe that worſhip the creatures, and the images 
ofIeſus Chriſt , his ſepulcher, and the wood of 
the croſle, that which 0yr:izer ſpeaketh againſt the 
Gentiles of his time. God is the vertae which g0- 
wernes all things, and the aiuinitye which filleth all 
things, making themſelues thereby inexcuſable , that 
whereas God hath giuen them the grace to know him 
yet haue they not honoured him as they ought, neither 

bane they ginen him due thankes , but haue ſouzht in 
the vanity of their owne imaginations the images of 
God. As thoſe of the Romiſh Church doe in the 
Maſle, for in theirhoaft they make figures and 
images . They haue loſt in themſclues the T- 
mage of God : they which vanted to haue 
the ſpirite of wiſedome , are fallen into the ob- 
ſcure darkeneſle of ignorance. For what is there 
moreabhominablethe to turne the glory of God 
to the corporall and cortuptible image of mans 
naturezthe which is done at this preſent through- 
out all the Romiſh Church as itis faide. So as 
they hauc conuerted God the Creatour of all 
D 3 , [hings 
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things, into a Corporall and corruptible forme, 
whome they thought to worſhip vnder thoſe vi- 
ſivle formes, wee will 'theretore conclude our 
diſcourſe of the proofe of the true and onely a- 
doration of God, obſerued throughout all the 
habitable world , during the firſt periode of three 
hundred yeares, with the teſtimonye of Ar»0- 
b:us , writing againſt the Gentiles obieRing to 
the Chriſtians, that they would not worſhippe 
any but the firſt,and the greateſt of all the Gods, 
and not the interiour Gods , according to the 
manner in thoſe dayes, to whome hee aunſ{we. 
reth ſaying. 4nd wee may ſay in that which concernes 
the worſhivpe and honour of the diuinity , that it ſuffi- 
ceth ws to hane one onelye God , Godl ſaye the father 
of all things who hath created and gonerneth all things, 
In worlhipping of hin wee worſhippe all that we ought 
#0 worſhippe , when wee honour him , wee honour in 
him that which hee requires at our handes , what 
#he ducty of worſhippe dooth exact , that we performe 
by our worſhippe . For ſetins wee hoide the chiefe 
of all aininitye , of whome all dinine thinges depend, 
wee thinke it ſuperfluous to ſeeke to prinate perſons. 
And a little after heeſaithe : As 7n carthlye king. 
domes wee are not conſtrained to worſh:ppe and ho- 
our euerye priuate man of the Kings houſe , bit in 
the honour wee doe wvnto Kings , thoſe which. be. 
tone vnto them are ſceretly honored with them,So the

Chriſtians of that  perfe&t age, did not wor- 


ſhippe nor call vpon any thing vnder God, as | 


the Romaniſtes of our age doe, which worſhip 
the bleſſed virgin , the Angelles 4chael and 


Gabriel , Saint 1ohn baptiſt, the Apoſtles and: 


Martyrs , their reliques , Sepulchers and Ima- 
ges. SoasIt is moſt apparent that the Religion 
planted at this preſent in the Tlandes of great 
Brittaine is the true auncient Religion , and the 
only worſhip of one God, incomunicable to the 
Cieatures, the which hath continued during the 
firſt periode of the three hundred yeares of Chri- 
ſtianity . So as it isa meere ſlander what the ad- 
uerſaries of the trueth ſaye , that your Maieſtye 
hath baniſhed the true auncient Chriſtian Religi- 
on out of your Realmes, to plant a newe Re- 
ligion , pretended to bee begunne by <Martin 
Luther , hn Caluin, and other great Perſona- 
ges in the puritye of the true Chriſtian Docs 
trine. 

But contrarywiſe it is an immortall glorye 
which ſhall increaſe in your raigne , and conti- 
nue to poſterity, ſceing that your Maicſty is the 
author of the reſtoring of the true Chriſtian reli- 
gion in yourrealmes, hauing reſtored itI ſaye to 
that beauty and fincerity, asit was in oulde time 
planted by Lacins your fore-runner ,. the firſt 
Chriſtian King of great. Brittayvue , who 
| Da bes 
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became fo affectionate and: zeaſons of the ad- 
vancement and propagation of the trueth,and ſo 
great an enemie to Idolatrie and the worſhip of 
Creatures and viſibleformes,that of a King he be- 
came a Preacher( as ſome Hiſtories ſay) And as 
during the perſecunt of the Chriſtians vnder De- 
ocleſian and Maxentins which were the moſt blou- 


_ dicofall, God vied yourTlands and kingdomes 


aSa refuge for the true Chriſtians which fled from 
the ſaideperſecutions; Eucn ſo the ſame God hath 
made your moſt happie raigne to be a ſafe har- 
bour for the Chriſtians of our age, whohaue been 
forced to abandon houſes, goods, and inheritan- 
ces,ratherthen to bow to the Romiſh worſhip. 
God theproteQor of his true Church hath con- 
tinued his admirable graces ouer your Ilands in 
the ſecond Period of Chriſtianiſme, the which 
begun with the moſt happie Empire of Conſtantt-

" ray{ed vp this wiſe and warlike Emperour in the 
. weſterne parts of Europe, inthe which England, 


Scotland, and Ireland, are conteyned, where the 
ſaide Emperor tooke to wife Hc//en,bornein your 
faid realmes,who receiued into his proteRion all 
the Chriſtians which fled from other prouinces 
to auoydethe cruel perſecutionwhich was made 
againſt them by his otheraſſociates inthe Empire. 
Six =, we muſthere obſcrue a notable pollicie 
ofthis wiſe Empcrour , to ttic the fidelitic of = 

cr 
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ſeruants and miniſters in the gouernment of his 
Empire,which will much auaile for the preſerua- 
tion of your royall cſtate, He did publiſh a fayned 
edit, commaunding all the ſubiecs of his Em- 
pire to ſacrifice tothe falſe Gods, and whoſocuer 
ſhould refuſe ſo to doe, to departe out of his ar- 
mics and Empire . This proclamation beeing 
madea great number of Chriſtians, did ſacrifice 
vntothe falſe Gods, to preſerue theireſtates, dig- 
nities, and goods : but the true Chriſtians deſired 
rather to leaue all, then to ſerie them , where» 
ypon the Emperour diſcoucredhimlſelfe preſent- 
ly,and diſcharged all ſuch as had worſhiped theſe 


falſe Gods: ſay ing, How can they be faithful vnto-the 1dem in 
Emperour, that are faithleſſe unto God? And as for Conſtant» 


the true Chriſtians which had leftall, hee called 
themhomeand made them guardiens both of his 
perſon and eſtate, as Esſebius faith . I defire not 
your Maieſtie ſhould make ſuch counterfcite pro- 
clamations, but that the ſame God which hath 
made you ſucceſſor to Conſtantius Chlorus , will 
giue you the grace to make ſuch an election of 
your ſubies, as in your moſt important affaires 
you admit not any but ſuch as are knowne tobe 
well groundedin the true Chriſtianreligion, For 
cuen as a modeſt woman ought not.onely to 
be chaſt , but free from all ſuſpition, euen ſo 
thoſe which are imployed in the affaires of true

Chriſtian Princes,(as your Maieſtic is) ſhould be,

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free from all ſuſpition of falſe religion  Theſaid 
Conſiantius died at Yorke in England , after that 
hee had inſtituted Conſtantinethe great his fonne, 
the which was an other eſpeciallgrace which God 
hath. poured vppon your realmes. And euen as 
vnder King Lacias , Ir was the fiſt part of the 
world,whichdid baniſh the Pagan Idolatric,cuen 
ſo God hath raiſed out of the ſame Iland;the ſaid 
Conſt antinethe great, who expelled the fame Ro- 
miſh Idolatry out of allthe other Prouinces ofthe 
habitable world,whereof your Maicſtie hatha fa- 
miliar example to imitate in this reſtorer of the 
Chriſtian religion. - ( 
This great Conſtantine your predeceſſor and 
countrieman,in the beginning ot his Empire, Hee 
ſtudied what God he ſhould chooſe,as the ſame Enſebi- 
ws ſaith,that his Father had condemned the Error of I- 
dolatrie,and al his life had worſhiped one onely God, the 
ar & guardien ofthe Empire,the freeginer of all

4 'Vppon this reſolution he made choiſe of the 
true God to ſerue, belecuing that the onely 
cauſe of Kings and Emperours felicitie , procee- 
ded from him alone, as the ſame Authour ſaith. 
He worſhiped the ſame God that is aboue all things. 
And in his ordinatie praicrs, beeing aloze he ſpake 
#0 God alone. 
Whereby it appearcth that the religion which 
your Maieſtie hath eſtabliſhed in your realmes, is 
wn | CON- 
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conformabletothatof your predecefſour Conftar- 
tine, who worſhiped (as I haueſaide )- but one 
onely God, the Creator ct allthings, and nct the 
Crofle and Imagesot Ieſus Chriſt « In his ordi- 
natie praiers hee did not call vppon the blefſed 
Firgin, Saint Peter , Saint Paul,nor the other Apo- 
ſtles and Martires, neyther haue we read that he 
did conſecrate his Empire to Saint Avdrew or 
Saint George, as ſome of your predeceflors in the 
time of Error and blindeneſle. But did dedicate ,,c, :;; - 
his houſe and famitie to one King that is God onely. 
God was his onely patron, who recompenſed him 
with all good things, and maat him Lord and Con- 
querour oner all other Princes, Hecommaunded all 
his armie to call vppon one God, as the giuer of 
viRories, he appointed that in their praiers, they 
ſhould lift wp their handes to heauen, and the eyes of 
their vnderſlanding to the moſt high king of Heanen: 
Hee allo taught them the forme ot praying to 
God as followeth . Wee confeſſe thee to be the one« 
ly God, wee acknowledge theeto be the onely Kind , 
wee call wppon thee to aide vs ( they did- not in- 
uoke the virgin Marre ) by thee weeobtayne vidtorie 
ouer our enemies , wee gine thee thankes for the bene- 
fites weereceinein this. preſent life , hoping for future 
thinzs by thy meanes : weecrye unto thee with all 
humilitie that it would pleaſe thee to make our 
Emperour Conſtantine victorious , and preſerue 
his Godly Children in long life and happie health.

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They did not call vpon the Angelles Michaeland 
Gabriel togiue them victory. 

Hereby we ſee that it isa falſe and ſlaundrous 

thing , which the aducrfaries of the tructh im- 

pute to your Maieſty to haue left the auncient 
profeſſion of your predeceflors,and to haueplan- 

teda new religion, begunne by Martin Luther, 

Johns Calvin and other moſt learned men, whom 

God hath ſtirred vp in our age to aboliſh the 

falſe Romiſh worſhippe, as hath beene ſuffici- 

ently prooued to your Maieſty in the diſcour- 

ces of the firſt periode of the firſt three hundred 

yeereS. And to ſhew that the onelye worſhippe 

of the Creatour,without mingling the adoration 

of the Creatures , continued vnto this ſecond 

periode of three hundred yeares in your Iland, 

I will. content my ſelfe with the; ſaying of Sedu+ 

bias Scotus Hibernen{is, who lyuedin the fift age, 

in theſe wordes which hee hath drawne out of 
Origen. which I hauebefore cited. 1t is 4 ſinne of 

Sedulins in impietye to _—_ anye other but the Father 
cap.14piſt Sonne and holye Ghoſt . Whereunto Saint CAu- 
* geuſline ſpeakes very fitly ſaying. Know that the 
Chriftians, (whereof there is a Church in your 

Towne ) Worſhbippe not anye dead thing , neyther 
mo anye thing that hath beene»made by God , but God 
erammat. onelye is worſhipped , who hath made and created all

* Quraduerſaries dare not affirme that the hoaſt 
M 


in the Maſſe is one of the three parſons of the Tri- 
nity, as we haue faide, which werea greater here- 
fie then that of C©27rivs , who ſayde that the 
Sonne of God was a Creature , hauing a begin- 
ning , beeing not the Sonne of God from all 


eternitye. All their Doctors teach that it is 


made and created by the pronountiation of the 
wordes of Ieſus Chriſt, taking his beginning by 
the conſecration; whereby we inferre that they 
are worſhippers of viſible formes, and therfore I- 
dolaters in worſhipping it, ſeeing it is no eternall 
creature, nor conſubitantiall with God the Fa- 
ther : For Athanaſius, Theodoret,Cyrillus and all 
the ancient Fathers, booth Greeke and Latine 
of the ſecond periode of three hundred yeares 
of Chriſtianity,teach, that if the Sonne of God 
had beene created or had had any beginning, that 
he had not beene worſhipped, for that the Crea- 


zure deoth not worſhippe the Creature, God onely ,,,: 
is to be worſhipped, ifthe Sonne had beene a creatare he Arr.orat., 


had not heene worſhipped,God forbidde we ſhould wor- ©! (rp 


Jhippe the Creature , this madneſſe fittes beſt with 
the Pagans, and Arrians. And in another place 
hee, ſaithe, that the Chriſtians worſhippe not 
Guy of Ieſus Chriſt deuided from the dei. 

y . Neither when wee worſhippe the. worde 
(faith hee ) doe we ſeperate theworde from the 
feſh, butknowing that the worde hath beene 
made fleſh , acknowledge that which is in the 
| E 3 fleſh, 
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fleſh, to bee God. Andalittle after ſpeaking of 
the Leaper he ſaith .. Hee worſhipped the Lord in his 
body , and did acknowledge him for God « Andthe 
ſame Athanaſius teacheth vs, that the bodye 
of our Lorde is not conſubſtantiall with the 
Father , and therefore not to bee worſhipped a- 
lone: with greater reaſon the hoaſt, which can - 


not bee ſaide conſubſtantiall with the Father , 


is not to bee worſhipped . For if the deitye of 
Tcſus Chriſt had not beene conſubſtantiall with 
the Father, and without beginning as the Fa- 
ther is, it had not beene lawfull to worſhippe 
him . And this S1x = hath beene repreſen- 
ted vnto you in the firſt periode , the which 
I repcate heere to ſhew the continuance of the 

worſhip of one onely God. | 
It is therefore manyfeſt that the Chriſtians of 
this ſecond periode ending in the fixe hundred 
yeare of Chriſtianity,did belecue that it was a Pa- 
gan Idolatry to worſhippe any Creature which 
had a beginning, reſtraining all adoration but to 
the Trinitye alone , worſhipping nothing vnder- 
neath it , the which is comprehended by Gregorye 
Nazianzene in few words ,where he ſaith that we 
muſt worſhippe nothing aboue or beneath the 
Trinity, FW. x 
For faith hee, it is impoſſible to worſhippe a- 
ny thing aboue God ; and to worſhippe anye 
thing vaderneath God is meere impietye , Let 
| VE 
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vs adde heereunto what Theodoret faith, (who 
lived in thefift age)touching the adoration of the 
Sacramendof the Lordes ſupper, for that the Ro- 
mains corrupting his writings,attributevnto him 
the worſhip of the Simbols of the body & bloud 
of our Lord Ieſus Chriſt, which he neuer dreampt 
of: for beſides that which wee haue before alled: 
ged that hee condemned the Arriavs, for that 
they worſhipped the deity, which they ſayde 
was created; Hee faith in the fifty fiue queſtion 
vppon Geneſis, that God did allowe to cate the 
fleſh of beaſtes,to reſtraine the people from wor- 
ſhipping of them , foreſceing thatmen ſhould 
fall into that blindeneſle and ſuperſtition as they 
ſhould worſhippe beaſtes, as wee reade of the 
worſhippe of the Golden Caltt like vato the E- 
gyptians, where 'Theodoret concludes , that it is 
a meere madneſſe to worſhippe that which wee 
eate . So as according vnto Theedoret the prieſts 
ſhould bee maddeto worſhippe that which they 
cate. Athanaſins againſt the Arrians teacheth, 
that the deity isnotto be eaten, and yet the Ro- 


maines mainraine that their hoaſtis God himlſelfe 


and they finne that they eate that which is preſent 
in thehoaſt, which in effec is to make the deity 
edible. | 5 

Our Sauiour before he left this world, would 
leaue vnto all men that ſhould belecuein him a 
perpetual comemoration of his true incarnation 
E 4 j and 
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and paſſion,to the endthis memoriall ſhould bee, 
asit were a4 Simbole of the preſence of his hu- 
maine nature hereon carth. He might as well af- 
terthe manner of the Greekes and Romaines, 
haueleft his portraite liuely drawne.to ſeruefor a 
zepreſentation and commemoration vnto ſuch as 
ſhould beleeue in him,yeathey ſhould make infi- 
nite numbers of pictures, like vnto the ſtarres of 
heauen.to be in all aſſemblies of Chriſtians, and 
to ſhewe that he had put on a bodie like vnto 
thoſe pictures : but he who knewe the ſpirite of 
man commonſy inclined to Idolatrie, would not 
lcaue his repreſentation in the figure of aman, 
to take: from him all ſubie& of Idolatrie, but hee 
choſe rather to inſtitute the Simboles in the E. 
lements of bread and wine, wherewith his hu- 
njaine nature was nouriſhed,as ours is now, the 
which is nouriſhed dayly , when there is norea- 
ſon to worſhip them ſeeing we doe cate them, as 
T heodoretaith,& yetthelpirit of darkenes,hauing 
in the olde time induced men tocate the beaſts, 
and then to worſhippe their Images, hath fince 
found meanes to pull from the Church the firme 
breade in the Communion, bringing/in 4 kinae 
fm , which cannot properly bee called bread , 

eeing ſo thinne , on the which axe printed the 
Images of Ieſus Chriſt , the which they haue 
ſince worſhiped, whereas it was inſtituted one- 
ly tobe caten in remembrance that. Icſus co 
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had a humane bodie,nouriſhed like vntoours, to 
continue betwixt himand vs the communication 
of this incarnation, by the Elements wherewith 
weareall nouriſhed. _ 
This onely adoration of one God, hauing con- 
- tinucd the ſixefirſt ages after our Sauiour. Grego- 
rie the firſt Biſhoppe of Rome brought in the 


inuocation of deade men in the beginning of the 


ſcauenth age, with many other ſuperſtitions - yer 
did he neuer teach that we muſt worſhippethe I- 
mages of Teſus Chriſt,as Chriſt himſelte', as Tho. 
mas Aquinas and other Romiſh Doctors do teach 
vs,neither did he teach that we ſhould worſhippe 
the conſecrated Hoſt as God, but contrariwiſe 
writing to Serevus Biſhoppe of Marſeilles, hecom- 
mandes him inexpreſſe wordes, that he reſtraine 
the people from the worſhip of Images, ad that 
the people ſhould proſtrate themſelues with all humilitie 
#n the worſhip of the onely Almightie and holy Trinitie: 
So as the Romiſh dodrine of the laſt ages, is di+ 
realy contrarie to that of the firſt ſix ages after 
our Sauiour. 

-Andyet this Pope commaunded them to hold 
Images in their Churches , yet not to worſhip 
them, but toſerue as a commemoration ynto the 
people of the Hiſtories of the Bible onely, but to 
what end ſerued this? It was as much as if they 
ſhould forbid oneto be drunke who is naturally 


inclinedthereunto,& yet command him to lodge 
F in 
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ina Tauerne and to conſort himſelfe with drunk- 
ards, or like tohim thatſhould comaunda young 
man in the heate ofhis youth given to licentioul- 
neſſe,toabſtaine from it,and yetto lodge in abro- 
thell houſe. Mans nature is as much or more in- 
clined to Idolatrie, ther-to drunkenncſle or lux- 
urie : 6 therefore the deuine-prouidence know- 
ingthis imperfection inman,wouldtakefromhim 
all ſubie& of Idolatrie. T heodpret Serm. 7. de cur. 
Grec.affect. faith, That the wicked ſpirit to deceiue 
ignorantmen,inuented the Arte of painting,gra- 
uving,and other workemen to forge Images and 
pictures to {erue for matterof Idolatrie : and that 
they have not onely filled the Temple with Ima- 
ges,but alſo the market places, ſtreetes, and pub- 
lique places, yea cuen rich mens houſes : the 
which we ſee practiſed at this day inthe Temples, 
markets,ſtreets-and houſes of out aduerſaries. 47- 
pobius inthe ſixt booke agaiaſt the Gentiles ſaith, 
that they tooke the ſame pretext for the vſe of I- 
mages in their Churches. To ſerne the ignorant and 
vnruly people, whom they made ro worthip them, 
viuing them venerable formes,to the endfaith te, 
they ſhould beleeue there were ſome wertue in their 
briehtneſſe, which 4id not onely dazle their eyes, but 


flroke a terrour in their harts bythe brightneſſe of their 


reſplendent tight. i diets Z Eu: 
Wee are to obſerue the ſpecial! grace which 
God (continuing his worke ) hath ſhewed = a 
| Ilands 
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Hands of great Britaine, in che beginning of this 

ſeauenth age : for Gregorre the fir{t , hauing ſent 
Auzaſtine the young, into the ſame land, toplant 
many ſuperſtitions, withthe inuocation of Saints, 
neither henor bis do&: ine were receiued, but the 
miſerie was, that ſooneafter the death of Gregorze, 
the worſhipping of Images did ſo encreaſe, as it 
was thecauſe of many troublesbetwixt the Weſt 
and the Eaſt, as we ſhallſhew hereafter. 

In the ſeauenth, eight, and ninth ages, making 
thethird Period of Chriftianiſme, the Hcbrewe, 
Greeke, & Latine tongues werealmoſt rootedout 
inthe Weſterne parts of Europe, through the in- 
undation of Barbarravs, which did teare in peeces 
the Romain Empire, with the true diuinity: wher. 
by weobſerue that cuenas thetrue religion began 
with the ſaid Empire, and ſo encreaſed: euen ſo 
the Empire decaying the ſinceritic of Chriſtian 
religion was almoſt aboliſhed, and declined ſo by 
their deuifionsin the Weſt, that Sathan working 
the miſteryof iniquiticin the harts of the Eafterne 
Biſhoppes,made them to haue no reſpeto the 
purity of antiquity,bringing in a new worſhip of 
the Creatures,of the Crofle,and of the Images of 
Teſus Chriſt,the Apoſtles and Martires, an Idola- 
trie meerely Pagan. 7 

; Wereade in the aQtes of the ſecond Councel! 
of Nice, printed both in Greeke & Latine in Pazis, 


that the aid-Councell did decree, that we muſt 
| F 2 elteeme 
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eſtceme the image of Ieſus Chriſt,as Teſus Chriſt 
himſelfc & that as the perſon of Tejus Chiiſt is di- 
ſtinguiſhedfrom that of the father in hipoſtaſis,and 
vnited in ſubſtance : euen ſo his image ſhould 


differ from him.in ſubſtance and be vnited in per- 


ſ{on,the which is an intollerable blaſphemy,and as 
oreat as the herefies of _47rius and Neſtorius ; tor 
that were to. make a God of a materiallthing or 
made by hand,and to worſhippe it as God,as the 
Gentiles did worthippe the workemanſhippe of 
man. 

At that ſame time God raiſed vp in the Iland 
ofgreat Brittaine, that venerable Beda,who taught 
the Hebrew, Caldee, Greeke,and Latinetongues, 
Diuinity and Philoſophy, out of whoſe Schoole 
came lohannes Scotus , and Alcuinus ,who planted 
learning and the ſciences in the Citty of Paris , 8 
wasafterwards ſpread oueral Europe.This Tohannes 
Scotas was Schoolemaitſter to the Emperor Char- 
lemazne,who withſtood the idolatry of theEaſtern 
Churches, cauſing the ſecond counſell of Nice 
to be declared hereticall and abuſtue by that of 
Francfort as we reade in Ado vieunenſis. The ſame 
Emperor became fo learned ,ashe writ abooke a- 
gainſt the Pagan worſhip of images, the which is 
found among the learned. of fogo neg: 41 
' Outofttheſame ſchaolecame one after another 
Rhabanus. Matras a Scotiſhman , as many writers 
doeteſtific,Clapains T aurinenſis & Bertram a: pricit, 
Goth * | with 
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with other lights ofthe-Church,in thehird peri- 
od of Chriſtianity, which arethe ſeauenth eighe 
and ninth ages, which haue tought againſt idola- 
try and the grofle errors ofthe ſacrament.,.as wee 
ſhall hereafrerſhew. | L 0 

The fourth period of Chriſtianiſme,which con- 
taines the tenth,cleauenth,and tyelfc ages, was ſo 
deſtitute of men adorned withtrne piety & lear. 
ning,as the ſeedes of the Idojatry oftormer ages, 
came to the accompliſhment of the abhominati- 
on of diſſolution , at which time Berengarius 

Archdeacon of Angers with his difciples,and Peter 
ac Yaldo,with the Schooles begun by him about 
the ſame periode, refilted the Romiſh idolatry 
plantedinall the Weſt ©. 

We will likewiſe obſerue an. eſpcciall grace , 
which God powred vpon your Ilands & realmes, 
during;theſc ages of ignorance & idolatry, for eud 
as the great men of the former periode diſciples to 
the Engliſh Be4a who maintained the onely wor- 
ſhipof God went out of the Iland : cuenſo God 
during. this fourth periode preſerued the ſame 
realmes,8 defended them againſt the tyranny of 

Rome, for Peter of Clugny writing to Bernard, 

ſaith,that the Scoriſhmen in his time did celebrate, 

their Eaſter after the Greeke manner , which is a 

teſtimony they were not yet ſubie@tothe church 

of Rome, which held che heretickesthat follow- 
wedthe cerimonics of the Greekes , who inthe 
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time of theſaid Bernard had their Lytureie and ſer. 
uice ofthe Church,as they haue acthisday,which 
is a communion like vnto that of the retorined 
Church of theſetimes : neither did the Greeke 
Church euer allow of that heatheniſh worſhippe 
of the Sacramentof the Lordes ſupper as in the 
Romith Church; which cauſed Harcus Epheſe. 
&s ( who was Orator for the Greekes at the coun- 
{ell of Florence in a ſermon printed at Paris in 
Greeke and Latine , at the and of the volume of 
Lytureies ) to confute the Maſle of the Latires, 
as direaly contrary to the inſtitution of Icſus 
Chif0-' 1 9 oe | 
So as the Scottiſhmen who maintained the cere- 

monies of the Greeke Churches , had not yet 
receiued the new Romiſh Maſſe,nor the heathen 
adoration of the-hoaſt , whereby we ſee that the 
people of your realmes were the firſt that made 
publike profeſſion of Chriſt, and aboliſhed Gen- 
tiliſme,during the cruell perſecutions of Romith 
Emperours, and when as the tyranny of the Bi- 
ſhops of Rome, brought into the Church about 
4co. yeares fince the worſhip of the hoaſt, as God 
the Creator, the ſame Britiſh people were alſo 
the laſt of the Weſt part of Exrope, which r: cei- 
nedthe abominable worſhip of things created in» - 
ſeedeofthe Creator, Oſt 

_ This Heatheniſh worſhip began vnder Pope 
Honorius 3.about the yeate 1225, who. comman- 
ns Cs ded 
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dedallPrieſtes and Cuiats toteachithepgople ta 
kneele at the Eleuation otche hoaſt in the Male, 
_ -or when:it ſhould be carried to ficke perſons 4yer 
this idolatry was not-long after 1eceived in the 
Churches of Germanic and France. For Ralfe de 
Riuo primed abooke at Rome, de Can,vpſer. propoſ, 
22. witncfling rat Nicbg/as, 3. about the yeare 
1277. tooke the olde miſlalles outof all Churches 
of Rome bringing in anew forme of Maſſie in» 
uented by the Fryers. minors , or. Franciſcans : 
CAT this day. (laith-hee ) all. the. bookes. at Rome 
are new after the manner of Saint Francis, and mea- 
ningto diſcribe-theforme of Maſle obſerued in 
thole dayesin Germany, France 8& other nations , 
hee ſaith, Leaving the manner of the Fryers mi- 
nots, {tvs follow the holy Canons, the ancient Scrip= 
zures, and the generall cuſtomes of places,aud in doubt- 
full things the moſt auncjent bookes , And in the 
twenty three ptopolſition;he deſcribes particular- 
ly allthe ceremonies of the Maſle ,-as it was vſed 
in his time, who lined'in the beginning of the 
foreteenth age of Chriſtianiſme, at what time it 
is found that the conjunRion of the Bread and 
Wine was obſerued according to the infſtituri- 
on of our Saujour , and that both the Prieſt 
and people did eate and drinke togeather 
ftanding , without adoration or inuocation 
of the Sacramentes. : and;'in- the ende of the 
ſaide- propoſition. hee ſaithe.. It is facriledge 
| F 4 F{ 
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#0 wfſe bread onely dipt in wine in the Sacrament . of 
the Communion. So as there wasno difference be. 
twixt the Communion of the reformed Church, 
and the Communion of the Maſle inthole daies, 
except the ſigne of the Crofle, and ſome other 
ceremonies, veſtaments and incenſe . The Maſſe 
therfore of our age, is a new fiction of Cordiliers 
or Franciſcan Friars,& the worſhip of a pretended 
God,and the priuation of the cup is a plainefacri- 
ledge: for if they abuleto vie bread ſteeprin wine 
inſtead of following the ful inſtitutis of eur Saui- 
our,was (as they ſaid Rodolphus de Rino writeth)c6- 
demned as ſacriledge, with greater reaſon, is it a 
morehorrible ſacriledge to haue quitetaken away 
the vie of the wine fromthe people. The Romiſh 
Church of our age, cannot bee called the true 
Church,ſfeeing they haue no Communion of the 
Cuppe,andare fallen from thetrue Priefthoode: 
as the 4rrians and Neftoriansby their erroursloſt 
the outward markes of Priefthoode, . 
During thefift Period of the ages of Chriſtia« 
niſme,which contains thethirteenth, fourteenth, 
and fifteenth ages, theWeſterne Church was de- 
uided intotwo patts: forin the time of Bernard, 
Peter de Yaldo, a rich Bourgeſle of Liozs, hauing 
beene inſtrucedin the onely worſhippe of God 
by the reading of thehbly Scriptures, hadtheRo- 
miſh Idolatrie in ſyuchhortor, as he ſouldall his 
goods;and cauſed the Bible and many writings =

the auncient fathers to be tranſlated into French, 
he made aſſemblies at Lions, and appointed penfi. 
ons for religious learned men to {et vp Schooles 
of diuinitic, who beeing ſince perſecuted by the 
Popes and their adherents,the ſaid Schooles were 
diſperſed ouer all France, and a good part of 
Spaine,Germanie, and Bohemia, who haue cuer 
fince maintained the ſame articles of the faith, 
which are profeſſed at this day in the Churches 
of your realmes, whereof ſome were called 41- 
bigeois,and others T aborites, which hauefloriſhed 
and raigned vynto this day , notwithſtanding all 
the perſecutions , fires , flames, and cruel! tor- 
ments vied againſt them by the ſupporters and fa- 
.uourers of Rome, 

Out of this Schoole alſo came 70hn Hus.and 7e- 
roſme of Prage Wickliffe an Engliſhman,Paul Crau 


a Scottiſh man , who maintained the true and 


onely worſhippe of one onely God, and other 
articles of the faith, confeſſed by the reformed 
Churches of Europe, the which is ſeene by the 


articles recited by Axeas Silu;ns , (beeing ſince yy $31 
Pope) which ſhewes a notable correſpondencie wwinnif. 
betwixt the firſt Period of Chriſtianiſme and the 39" 


fift : for euen asin the firſt three hundred yeeres 
the true Chriſtians who worſhipped one onely 
God, without mingling the adoration of Crea« 
tures had beene perſecuted by Pagan Rome;euen 
ſo the worſhippers of this true adoration haue 

| G beene 
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beene cruelly perſecuted during the three hun- 
dred yeres of thefift Period, by Roome diſguiſed 
with a Chriſtian maske. 

There is 3n other admirable correſpondencie 
betwixt theſe and the ſecond Period, for cuen as 
inthe end of tae fiiſt Period, the God of armies 
did raiſe vp that great Conſtantive to plant his 
Church by force throughout all the Romaine 
Empire,becing then Pagan, aboliſhing Idolattie 
inthe worſhip of men, of Images, and of viſible 
and material formes - cuen lo afterthe endotthis 
fift Period, God ſuffered the reſtoring ot the faid 
true auncient & Chriſtian religion to be done by 
armes We read inthe Bohemian Hiſtoric ofthe 
ſaid Aneas Silutns,that Ziſcaa great Capraine aſle. 
bled inthe yeere 1501. a mightie armie, beating 
downe all Idols and Images, aboliſhing the new 
Maſle,orthe worſhiping of the Hoaſt. Soone af- 
ter many Princes did riſe , and many faithfull 
learned men by whoſe miniſtrie and valour, 
the pureneſſe of the preaching of the Gofpell was 
reſtored in the finceritie of Chriſtian truth, as 
it was at the comming of Corſtantinein the Welt 
of Europe. 

I may therefore iuſtly ſay , that among all the 
Princes which haue laboured for.the reſtoring 
and reformation of the auncient Church, your 
predecefſours King Edward, and Queene Eliza- 
beth , (of happic memories) haue beene the = 
WwIUC

which hane built vpon this foundation after Coz- 
flantine,(a\though long after) and now(SUu kn ) 
theſe bleſſeJ ſoules behould from heauen the full 
rfe&ion of their worke which muſt be finiſhed 
yyou, whom they hage left the ſucceſſourand 
heire of theirmoſt royall enterpriſes. 

Your Maieſtie hath a familiar example in the 
life of the difceaſed Queene,lof happie memorie) 
who hath bene a truemother vnto you: In whoſe 
couernment.we haue ſcene asina looking glafle, 
that God hath accompanicd her with an admira- 
bleand extraordinarie proſperitie, foelicitie, and 
happicſucceſle in all her affaires - for hee hath 
drawne her from apriſon toa kingdome, he hath 

' made her to raigne fortie and five yeeres in 
great peace and tranquilitie, hauing diſcouered 
aboue twentie enterpriſes readte to bee put in 
execurion againſt her lite and ſtate : hee indued 
her with all kindes of perfe&ions and vyertues, as 
prudence,modeſtie, and wiſdome in all her aQti- 
ons, beautified with a liuely and ſound judgement 
farre exceeding her ſex. And for a fulnefſe of 
happineſle, the ſame God did prolong her daies 
vnto threeſcore and ten yeares, in the which ſhe 
was alwayes victorious ouer her enemies , 
both home-bred and ſtrangers . What is then 
the cauſe{ S1rn) TI will attribute. it wholy 
vnto God:; and to the pvtitie of his Goſpel}, 
andto Chriſtian religion the which ſhe hath eſta-

_ bliſhedin her kingdoms, whercofthis moſt Chri- 


ſtian and generous Princeſſe made a fincere pro- 
fcſſton all her life. Hauing therefore inthis peace- 
able and Chriſtianlike :nanner yeelded vp her 
bleſſed ſoule to her benefaor and Creatour the 
orcat God immortall;ſhe leftthoſe realmes abot- 
ding in all riches,in great peace and admiradle v- 
nion and concord. And moreouer to ſeale vp her 
forepaſſed life and death with a greater benefit, 
for theloue ſhe bare vnto herſubices which is a 
oreat. proofe of the blefling of God, we haue 
ſeene the wiſdome ſhe vied cuen at the laſt gaſpe, 
hauing ſo profitably and ſo effettually perſwa- 


_ dedher ſubiets to imbrace 8 acknowledge your 


Maieſty whom ſhe knew to be the true lawfull 8& 
yndoubted hcire and ſucceſlor of her goodly 8 
flouriſhing Realmes of Enzland, and ireland, by 
right of conſanguinity and lawfull ſucceſſion. 
Who dooth not ſee the aſliſtance of Godin all 
this action ? In that he would haue your Maieſty 
eſtabliſhed in this moſt high degree of honour, 
not for any other reſpeR,bur that in raigning hap- 


pily and in peace,you ſhould finiſh the full deli- 


uery and teſtoring of Iſrael, andof the Churches 
of your realmes : and to continue the pure prea- 
ching of the Goſpel,ſo happily begunby her Ma-. 
ieſty(of bleſſed and happy memory)againſt the I- 
dolatry of Rome.I doubt not(S1 x x )but Shthan' 
and his ſupporters will herein imploy theit ſtrara-

gems to counſell your Maiefty , & to induce you 
to ioyne with that great whore of Babi/on,a whore 
which makesthe kings 8 princes of the earth driik 
with the cup of herſpiricual fornicatis.But I aſſure 
my ſelfethat your Maieſty (like vnto wary & nice 
Vliſes) will ſtop your eares againſtal her charmes, 
inchantments and ailurements continuing inuio- 
lable,conſtant and refo]utein your royall vertues, 
the which God hath bountifully planted: in you, 
tomaintzine and pteſerue his Church and Sacia- 
ments(to his honor aitd glory) in their purety , a+ 
gainſt the poiſons & Romilh inuenſions of men, 
Moſt humbly beſceching your Maieſty torememe- 


ber that the * Popes pretend to be the true kings + z,,11;, 
of England and ireland houlding the Kinges of Paris i 


the ſaid kingdoms for their vaſa!s andtributaries; 
who now ynder colour tofree you fromtheir ſaid 
pretenſions, would diaw.you vato them, and im- 


poſe ypon youa moſt heauy and ſeruile yoake. If 715,79 1:1, 
your Maieſty ſhould ſo forget your ſelfe as to ws. 


cleaue vnto them., who knoweth not rhat their 
ſucceſſors are accuſtomedto diſanullthe deedes 
and promilcs of their predeceſſors, and which is 
more to hould no faith with heretickes as they 
call you? But(S 1 « =)this is nothing in reſpeRt of 
the hard ſlauery of ſoules, whom they. torture 
with their cenſures and excommunications ..So +. 
as you ſhal no ſooner ſubieR your ſelfe vnro their 
lawes,but vpon the firſt diſlike, they will abſolue 
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and free your ſubies from -theicoath of obedi- 
ence due vnto their true and lawfull Kjng, they 


will depoſe you at their pleaſures, and giue your 


_ crownes to whom they like, wherof we haue too 
' many late examples. But when they ſhall ſee your 


Maieſty to oppoſe conſtantly againſt their tyran= 
ny ,they will not dareto attempt againft you not 
your realmes. And moreoueris not your Maicſty 
at this preſent protector of the Church of ali your 
realmes ? yea the greateſt of the Soueraigne kings 
which profefle the purenesof the Goſpell* ſhall 
not theſe lawfull titles of honour be ſufticient-to 
divert your Maieſty from following the counſel! 
of ſuch Sirens of ſtate? They would:-gladly per- 
ſwace you to acknowledge this furious beaſt,who 
ſeekes but to deuour good Kings, & to chalenge 
to himſelfe all power(as he ſaith)in heauen,earth 
and hell: An efſentiallmarkethathe is the man of 
iniquity(metionedin the Scriptures) which hath 
raiſed himſelie aboue all nations,and aboue al] re- 
ligion. If this monſter held you at his devotion, 
(the which Twith all your good ſubicdts thinke to 
be impoſſible, howgreata leuiathan ſocuerhe be) 
doubt not ( S 1 « x) but he would make you the 
moſt vileand moſtabieRofal his lifetenants,trea- 
ding you more proudly vnder his feete,then cuer 
he did the good Empetour Barbaroſſe: Atid then 
let your Mateſty confiderin what miſery;calami- 
ty and deſolation. of deſolations- both you"ity 
or 


Lord the Prince(whom you loue deerely)and all 
your ſubiects who pray tor you hourcly , ſhould 
be reduced inthele your flouriſhing realmes. 
The Almighty God which gouerneth & difpo- 
ſeth of Monarchies according to his will , which 
giveth victories in battailes , who is the ſpring 
and fountaine of all wiſedome and knowledge, 
vive your Maicſty a raigne like vnto the Queene 
of bleſſed & happy memory . Increaſe your Ma- 
zeſty in wiſedome and knowledge,and in true pi= 
ety and pureneſle of his ſeruice - giue you victory 
ouer all them that ſhall attempt againſt you or 


el 


 youreſtate;and finiſh the worke in you begun for 


the reſtoring of thetrue Church , baniſhing out 
of your Ilands and-realmes, all tyranny, hereſie 
and Romith Idolatry . And for a happy, ende, 
the ſame eternall God giue youa full and per. 
fe& inioying of the Crowne of gloryin 
the happineſſe of eternall life 
through his ſonne* Ieſus 
Chriſt our Lorde.
